REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In response to the Office Action dated November 13, 2006, applicants respond as 
follows. 

The rejection of claims 20-26 and 28-46 on the ground of non-statutory obviousness- 
type double patenting over claims 25, 32-36 and 38-57 of applicants' prior patent, U.S. Patent 
No. 7,053,565, is respectfully traversed. It is urged that each of the rejected claims recites 
subject matter not rendered obvious by the claims of applicants' prior patent. However, to 
the extent that claim 27 of the pending application may be construed to be obvious over the 
subject matter of claim 38, applicants submit herewith in a Terminal Disclaimer (PTO/SB/26) 
obviating the rejection of that claim. 

Favorable reconsideration of the application in view of the submission of the 
accompanying Terminal Disclaimer is respectfully requested.
